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Kenilwortl/Greenbelt Road: History, Outlook

On Monday, September 28 
a public forum will be held 
concerning the Greenbelt 
Road - Kenilworth Avenue 
interchange at 8 p.m .in the 
council room of the Munici¬ 
pal Building. ‘ District En¬ 
gineer Michael Snyder and 
Deputy Chief Engineer for 
Traffic Engineering Thomas 
Hicks of the State Highway 
Administration will attend. 
SHA Administrator Hal 
Kassoff was also invited, but 
is unable to attend. 

The meeting, suggested by 
Mayor Gil Weidenfeld, will give 
citizens and SHA officials the op¬ 
portunity to exchange informa¬ 
tion and concerns about the new 
interchange. 

History 

Although the need for con¬ 
structing an interchange has been 
recognized since the late 1960s, 
actual construction did not begin 
until the fad of 1984 following 
years of deoate over the design 
and necessary planning and en¬ 
gineering work. Additional time 
was then required to obtain con¬ 
struction funds and acquire the 
^ghL-of-way agree¬ 
ments. 

An ideal design would include 
a full cloverleaf to avoid left 
turns and the need for traffic sig¬ 
nals. However, District 3 Engin¬ 
eer William Shook explained in 
1979 that such a design was not 
possible because of close-by com¬ 
mercial development and the need 
to minimize encroachment on 
Greenbelt Park- 

Throughout the process a ma¬ 
jor concern of the city has been 
to obtain better access to Kenil¬ 
worth Avenue, Greenbelt Road 
and the Beltway for the residents 
of Springhill Lake. At a Sept¬ 
ember 15, 1977 public hearing. 
State Highway Administration 
district engineer M. Slade Calt- 
rider assured those present that 
the elimination of hazards in the 
Edmonston Road exit would cer¬ 
tainly be included in the plans. 
An SHA staffer, involved in early 
stages of the project, remembered 
that in a meeting with Springhill 
Lake representatives, he had cau¬ 
tioned that giving Edmonston 
Road traffic direct access to Ken¬ 
ilworth Avenue could result 
traffic operation problems. 

At a March 22, 1979 public 
hearing on alternate designs, the 
city council, along with Spring¬ 
hill Lake Associates, favored Al¬ 
ternative 1, which would have de¬ 
pressed Greenbelt Road under 
Kenilworth Avenue. Alternative 1 
would have provided a signal at 
the intersection of the Edmonston 
Road connector to Kenilworth 
Avenue and would have made 
that connector a two-way road. 
Under this alternative all turns 
would have occurred at the upper 
level (Kenilworth Avenue) ex¬ 
cept for eastbound traffic on 
Greenbelt Road turning left onto 
northbound Kenilworth. That turn 
would have been made from the 
lower level with a separate sig¬ 
nal. 

However, in July 1979 Hal 


in 


Kassoff, then Director of Plan¬ 
ning and Preliminary Engineer¬ 
ing for the SHA. recommended 
Alternative 2, which placed Ken¬ 
ilworth Avenue under Greenbelt 
Road. He said the primary con¬ 
sideration was cost. Alternative 
2 was then estimated to cost $9.3 
million to build, versus $14.6 mil¬ 
lion for Alternative 1. The Final 
Negative Declaration of Environ¬ 
mental Impact, issued in October 
1980, explained that Alternative 
2 was selected because: 1) the 
lower volume route (Greenbelt 
Road) would be interrupted with 
the at-grade intersections; 2) ac¬ 
cess to commercial properties a- 
long Greenbelt Road would be 
left unchanged; 3) a greater re¬ 
duction in accidents was expect¬ 
ed; 4) access to the Golden Tri¬ 
angle and Greenbelt Park would 
be better; and 5) “The benefits 
accrued the users of the proposed 
roadway are greater under Al¬ 
ternate 2 than under Alternate 1. 
Therefore, the increased costs of 
Alternate 1 cannot be justified.” 

The declaration also said that 
if Greenbelt Road were depres¬ 
sed, extensive retaining walls 
would be required to minimize 
property damage, since the ad¬ 
jacent properties are developed 
very close to the right of way. 

In a December 17, 1979 letter 
to Mayor Gil Weidenfeld. Calt- 
rider said that “although Alter¬ 
nate 2 does not initially provide 
a connection to Springhill Lake 
from Kenilworth Avenue, we do 
retain the option of constructing 
a two-way connection and cross¬ 
over if it is determined to be ne¬ 
cessary in the future.” However, 
the SHA rejected the suggestion 
to place a signal at the intersec¬ 
tion of Kenilworth Avenue and 
the Edmonston Road connector 
because of the likelihood that a 
signal on Kenilworth so close to 
the Beltway exit would cause tra¬ 
ffic backups onto the Beltway. 
Shook agreed that better access 
to Springhill Lake was needed 
but “away Irom this intersec¬ 
tion*” 

The Negative Declaration of 
Environmental Impact also sta¬ 
ted that the dual right turn off 
the ramp from southbound Kenil¬ 
worth onto Greenbelt Road must 
be signalized to avoid conflicts 
with traffic on Greenbelt heading 
for Edmonston Road. 

Current Concerns 

Now, $17.6 million dollars later, 
it appears that the intersection is 
not the answer to everyone's 
dreams. Assistant District En¬ 
gineer for Traffic Engineering 
Maj Shakib says this figure in¬ 
cludes land acquisition, right-of- 
way planning, engineering and 
construction costs. 

Construction is not yet com¬ 
plete. The ramps to and from 
Northbound Kenilworth are ex¬ 
pected to be completed by early 
October, according to SHA Area 
Engineer Jonn Warniek. He said 
that the landscaping contract has 
been awarded and that the notice 
to proceed is expected shortly. 

Numerous citizens have ex¬ 
pressed concerns and fears about 
certain parts of the intersection, 
particularly the five-lane ramp 
combining traffic from south¬ 


bound Kenilworth Avenue head¬ 
ing for Greenbelt Road with traf¬ 
fic from Edmonston Road head¬ 
ing to either road. In response, 
the city council directed the city 
manager to set up the public 
forum and added a question to 
the election questionnaire to so¬ 
licit citizen comments. (See box 
for results.) 

City Comments 

In a letter to SHA Administra¬ 
tor Kassoff, City Manager 
James K. Giese said the inter¬ 
change “constitutes a public re¬ 
lations disaster for the State 
Highway Administration and a 
public safety hazard for motor¬ 
ists.” 

In his letter, Giese called for 
rapid improvements to signage 
and markings, especially on the 
ramp from Edmonston Road, and 
to night lighting. He also said 
immediate modifications were 
needed to the left turn movement 
from eastbound Greenbelt onto 
northbound Kenilworth, where 
two lanes of traffic turn, only to 
find the right lane ending almost 
immediately. He said this turn 
was poorly marked and lighted. 
Further, when these motorists 
reach Kenilworth Avenue, it is 
not clear whether or not they 
have a merge lane. 

The city manager said the sig¬ 
nal cycle is “the longest it has 
ever been ,“despite the removal of

Some Pets Need to Be 

Revaccinated for Rabies 

The Maryland Department of 
Health and Mental Hygiene is 
urging dog and cat owners to 
be on the lookout for notification 
from their veterinarians regard¬ 
ing the need for some dogs and 
cats to be revaccinated against 
rabies as soon as possible. “This 
alert is a result of an announce¬ 
ment by Norden Laboratories 
that a rabies vaccine administer¬ 
ed to dogs subcutaneously (under 
the skin) may not be as effective 
as when the animal is vaccinated 
intramusularly (into the mus¬ 
cle)”, said Dr. Jack Grigor, 
Maryland Public Health Veterin¬ 
arian. 

The only pets affected by this 
alert are those pets which were 
given Norden’s vaccines subcu¬ 
taneously. Pets given other vac¬ 
cines and Norden’s vaccines intra¬ 
muscularly are not included. This 
alert also does not apply to cats. 
Dogs vaccinated at county animal 
rabies clinics should not be at 
risk. 

There is a great deal at stake 
because of the ongoing rabies ep¬ 
idemic in wildlife. It is very im¬ 
portant that pets be vaccinated 
against rabies to prevent the an¬ 
imal from contracting the disease 
and exposing family members 
and others to rabies.

The Grand Opening Ceremony of the Greenbelt Mu¬ 
seum will be Saturday, October 10, at noon, in the common 
area adjacent to the museum grounds at 10-B Crescent 
Road, Volunteers have been hard at work these past few 
weeks scraping layers of paint from the kitchen cabinets, 
removing the pink tile from the bathroom, replastering and 
painting. 


Restoration will be a continu¬ 
ous process even after the house 
formally opens to the public for 
tours. In a recent visit the gar¬ 
bage trough was found, having 
been covered with dirt for decad¬ 
es. Garbage cans were originally 
sunk into the ground on the ser¬ 
vice side of the house, but this 
practice was replaced many years 
ago.

Window shades have been ord¬ 
ered and sheer white curtains 
have been hung in each of the 
windows. Black tile has been in¬ 
stalled throughout the house as 
well as original light fixtures. A 
1937 electric refrigerator is ready 
to be plugged in as is an origin¬ 
al stove. The bathroom toilet seat 
has been painted black. Innumer¬ 
able small details remain to be 
done, and volunteers could be 
seen in the house this past week¬ 
end scraping the floors with pop- 
sicle sticks to remove small flecks 
of paint without scratching the 
tile. 

The furniture was moved in 
this week. Most of the original 
pieces of furniture to be used in 
the house have been donated by 
the Carl Pearson. Jr. family in 
memory of Greenbelt pioneer Lil¬ 
lie Pearl Pearson- The oriental 
rug on the living room floor was 
donated recently by William Las- 


sell whose family comprised the 
first residents of 10-B Crescent. 
The rug was the one originally 
used in the house by the Lasell 
family. 

Many items are still needed. 
Among the most critical are a 
kitchen sink from a masonry 
house. The museum now has a 
sink from a frame home; how¬ 
ever it was discovered that the 
faucets were different in the 
frame and masonry homes. A 
sink has been promised to the 
museum by a resident who will be 
soon renovating a kitchen, but it 
may not be available in time for 
the opening. Also needed is the 
counter for the kitchen cabinets.

Kenilworth traffic from the flow 
and despite requested SHA mon¬ 
itoring of the signals. 

Giese also saw some design 
problems that will not be resol¬ 
ved by the completion of the 
construction or by quick fixes. He 
said. “The ramp from south 
bound Kenilworth to Greenbelt is 
a design failure and constitutes 
a permanent safety hazard if not 
rectified. Unfamiliar motorists 
are flabbergasted by the five lane 
ramp. Herequested an immedi- 
changing which occurs.” 

One problem cited by Giese is 
that motorists exiting from Ken¬ 
ilworth may not be aware that 
while they are merging right to 
turn on Greenbelt Road, other 
“unseen vehicles” are merging 
left from the Edmonston Road 
ramp- He requested an immedi¬ 
ate review of signage and visibil¬ 
ity to reduce this problem. 

The SHA should also, accord¬ 
ing to Giese, study possible modi¬ 
fications to the ramp, including 
reviewing the need for five lanes, 
re-evaluating the unsignalized 
right turn, and better identifica¬ 
tion of the Greenbelt Road lanes 
for the traffic turning left from 
the ramp. 

Giese said that the unsignaliz¬ 
ed turn was hazardous for ped¬ 
estrians, since motorists turning 
right must watch the traffic com¬ 
ing from the left and may not 
notice pedestrians attempting to 
cross from the right. 

Ramp Reconstruction 

The biggest change called for 
by the city manager was the re¬ 
design and reconstruction of the 
ramp from Edmonston Road. 
Giese suggested moving this 
ramp northward to reduce the 
amount of cross traffic. He also 
called for lowering the ramp to 
grade level and removing the con¬ 


crete barriers to improve visibili¬ 
ty. He noted thot before con¬ 
struction. the Edmonston Road 
traffic had more than 900 feet to 
cross through two lanes to the 
turn lane. Now Giese says this 
traffic has less than 500 feet to 
cross two lanes while motorists 
from Kenilworth are crossing in 
.the opposite direction to turn on¬ 
to westbound Greenbelt Road. 

SHA Comments 
Assistant District Engineer 
Shakib told the News Review 
that motorists con expect a 6C to 
70 percent improvement in the 
traffic cycle timing once the final 
road surface is installed on 
Greenbelt Road. Until then, traf¬ 
fic sensors cannot be installed and 
the lights must be set to handle 
the peak traffic flow. This re¬ 
sults in full light cycles, even if 
no vehicles are present on a road 
section. Once the sensors are in¬ 
stalled, the light timing will be 
“demand sensitive,” 

Although there will be no sep¬ 
arate bikeways, Shakib says that 
bicycle traffic has been accom¬ 
modated by constructing four¬ 
teen-foot curb lanes, allowing the 
sharing of that lane by motorists 
and cyclists. 

Signage is about 90 percent 
complete, according to Shakib, 
but he said that better markings 
are planned for the left turn 
lanes from Greenbelt Road onto 
northbound Kenilworth, 

Shakib was not familiar with 
the earlier statement indicating 
that there should be a light gov¬ 
erning the double right turn onto 
Greenbelt Road from Kenilworth 
Avenue, He said that this double 
turn is currently working well 
and that there are no plans to in¬ 
stall such a light 

Other than completion of the 
project and improvements to the 
signage, no immediate changes 
are planned. However, Shakib

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Drug Traffic Surpasses All Other 
Police Problems; Arrests Up Sharply 

by Mavis Fletcher 


Police Chief James R. 
Craze had some good news 
and some bad news for mem¬ 
bers of the Greenbelt Lions 
Club when he spoke at their 
dinner meeting on August 
24. Craze, appointed to head 
the Greenbelt Police Depart¬ 
ment in February, painted a 
grim picture of drug use in 
the city, sayingthat 80-90% 
of all arrests are drug-relat¬ 
ed. However, he also said 
that the city police have 
launched a special effort a- 
gainst the drug traffic and 
in the last six weeks have 
made 28 arrests and confis¬ 
cated $2500 worth of drugs 
and $15,000 in cash. 

Among the items of good news, 
Craze said in response to ques¬ 
tions that the neighborhood crime 
watch programs in Greenbelt are 
very successful—“surpassed by 
none in the county.” He also 
said that he thinks people have 
become “more cognizant of their 
neighbors” and that the crime 
watches foster this concern. He 
urged everyone to come out to 
crime watch meetings and train¬ 
ing sessions. He said that par- 

said that the SHA is currently 
studying the intersection to see if 
modifications are necessary. The 
main focus of the current stud¬ 
ies are the ramp from Springhill 
Lake and problems resulting from 
the short crossover distance.

tieipants at least learn some 
methods of protecting their own 
homes through these meetings. 

Lions Club members quizzed 
Craze on the advantages- of call¬ 
ing 911 as compared to the 
Greenbelt police emergency num¬ 
ber (474-5454). Craze replied 
that for Greenbelt residents, the 
Greenbelt emergency number will 
be faster. 

The chief also fielded a number 
of other questions: Why does the 
dispatcher ask so many questions 
when one calls to report an inci¬ 
dent such as a burglar alarm go¬ 
ing off? Craze explained that the 
dispatcher should determine the 
location and the caller's name 
and then put the caller on hold 
while a police car is dispatched. 
After the dispatcher comes back 
on the phone, he/she may still 
want the caller to stay on the 
phone to give any additional in¬ 
formation possible. 

Another question related to the 
use of a weapon to repel a 
housebreaker. The chief, after 
emphasizing that the police 
should be called, advised that no 
one should try to use a weapon 
that he wouldn't want to have 
turned against him if the crimi¬ 
nal gets his hands on it. “Know 
your own capabilities,” he said. 

Past and Future 

Craze traced a brief history of 
the Greenbelt department from 
its beginnings as a one-man de¬ 
partment in 1937 to the present 
department with its $2.3 million 
budget, three divisions, 42 offi¬ 
cers and 17 support personnel, 
and last year's 16,0C0 calls for 
service and 1*400 criminal ar¬ 


rests, A scarcely believable side¬ 
light in this history was the fact 
that the department investigated 
300 traffic accidents in 1966, about 
the same as last year. The chief 
was at a loss to explain this fact 
in light of the great increase in 
traffic. “Maybe,” he said, “people 
drive better now.” 

Looking to the future, Craze 
gave no hint that he will be sorry 
to leave the department's present 
quarters in the municipal admin¬ 
istration building. The new police 
building, on which construction 
will soon start, will have almost 
16,000 sq. ft. compared to the 
2,000 sq. ft. now occupied by the 
police in the municipal building. 

The police chief also explained 
how a computer system which 
will soon be put into use will 
enhance record keeping and many 
other aspects of law enforcement. 

Craze -ended his presentation 
with a plea for help from the 
community. "The police can't do 
it alone,” he said. He indicated 
that the growth in calls to the 
department has left the officers 
little or no time for driving 
around the neighborhoods to see 
if all appears to be well. “They 
run from cal! to call,” he said, 
and appealed to the community 
to “be the eyes and ears of the 
police,” He cited a recent case 
where such a citizen report re¬ 
sulted directly in an arrest. Un¬ 
fortunately, he also cited another 
recent case where a citizen had 
noticed a suspicious circumstance 
but had not called the police at 
the time. Good news and bad 
news! 


Results of Kenilworth-Greenbelt Road Interchange Questions

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GAYLIN FAMILY OFFER CARNIVAL 
RIDES AT LABOR DAY FESTIVAL

The Gaylins usually stay behind the scenes at the an¬ 
nual Labor Day Festival, but without them, the festival 
would be quite different. This year Tom Gaylin appeared 
briefly on the festival stage to accept a plaque commemora¬ 
ting the years of service the Gaylin family has given Green- 
belt by providing carnival rides for the festival.
